Ballistics show fatal shot was ‘execution style’ 


Pugh trial opens 
today, Pomona 


into her left temple and out the right temple, 
hitting both carotid arteries and going through the 
brain. She died within minutes following the fatal 
shot to her head. 

Four Sierra Madreans testified at the end of last 
week: Arnold Gaffrey for the Search and Rescue 
Team; Sgt. Larry Lutzow, Officer Rozami Bazzell 
and Officer Daniel Ginter, all of the Sierra Madre 
Police. 

Bazzell’s testimony was mostly a recap of earlier 
statements in which she recalled earlier arguments 
when she was called to the Johnson home, how 
Mrs. Johnson repeatedly said her husband was 
trying to kill her. 

Sgt. Lutzow was the first officer on duty 
after the call came June 8, 1985, from Susan 
Carol Kuzynski that she and her husband had 
found a body on the streets of Sierra Madre. The 
Kuzynskis had been driving around Sierra Madre 
that evening to cool off since the weather was hot. 

When he arrived to view the body, Lutzow 
noticed an indentation on Mrs. Johnson’s upper 
right arm. 

Ginter was at the Johnson home the day after 
the death, arriving at 8:49 a.m. He noticed the 
front door wide open and the outside driveway 
was “wet, completely wet . . . Nothing else was 
wet but the driveway.” 

Ginter said that Johnson had reported his wife 


missing. He said he woke ana ms wire was noi 
there. He and his wife were arguing the evening 
before. Both were drinking quite heavily,” Ginter 
reported Johnson telling him. 

Ginter said that Johnson was shaking, more 
than from the hangovers Ginter had ever seen. 

Ginter said, “He (Johnson) told me he went to

Ballistics expert, Mr. Whitmarsh, told jurors 
Tuesday that powder patterns from the gun that 
was found down the cliff from the Johnson home 
in northeast Sierra Madre indicated that it had been 
fired against the temple of Betty Florence Johnson. 
The loose contact wound proved this point, he 
explained. 

Whitmarsh is testifying in the trial of Vernon 
Vilroy Johnson of Sierra Madre, who is being 
tried for the murder of his wife, Betty Florence 
Johnson. Johnson was arrested June 9, 1985, 
and has been out on bail since. 

Whitmarsh also said that the chair in the living 
room that had been moved had a gunshot hole thr^gh 
the right front of the back of the chair and down>^rd 
over six inches with the shot coming out of the 
back of the chair. A wound to Mrs. Johnson’s 
arm, into the front left side and out the elbow, 
was probably made in this chair, he contended. 

“This means the defendant was standing over 
her when the gun was fired,” Deputy District 
Attorney Susan Wondries told The News. She added 
that the fatal wound to Mrs. Johnson’s temple 
was “an execution-type wound. The gun was 
put to her left temple and the trigger was pulled.” 

In earlier testimony Monday, the coroner said 
Mrs. Johnson had sustained five gunshot wounds, 
four to the head, one of which was the fatal 
one. and one to the arm. The fatal shot went 


The trail of LeeRoy Pugh, 23, who has been 
held for the murder of Matt Van Wickle, Sierra 
Madre, is set to start today, Thursday, in Superior 
Court of Pomona. 

Pugh is being held on four counts: murder, 
kidnapping, kidnapping for the purpose of robbery 
and robbery. 

He was arrested for Van Wickle’s murder after 
the 17-year-old youth’s body was found Apr. 3 
in the bushes near the San Bernardino freeway about 
20 minutes from Sierra Madre. The Sierra Madrean 
had been missing since Mar. 24. 

Pugh was arrested at his home in Monrovia 
after motorists spotted him driving the Van Wickle 
auto. 

The youth was last seen at Santa Anita Mall 
in Arcadia. Van Wickle had been shot with a .25 
caliber automatic. 

The Sierra Madre News will attempt to cover 
this trial at the same time it covers the Johnson 
trial in Pasadena.

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Auto signs 
protect kids 


You can halp keep your child out of 
the accident atatlatlca. Here are the facta. 

Fact: Automobile accidents are the 
number one cauae of Injury and death 
for Infanta and children in the United 
States. 

Fact: For those who travel with In¬ 
fants and children in the car, adhering to 
traffic laws and displaying a special sign 
saying “Baby on Board” can be among a 
parent’s best defenses. 

Yellow diamond-shaped signs read¬ 
ing “Baby on Board” and “Child on 
Board” are the latest safety trend. Safe¬ 
ty experts and police officers across the 
nation agree such signs displayed on car 
windows are effective In communicating 
to tallgaters and other reckless drivers a 
child’s life Is at stake. They may also 
alert rescuers to the presence of a little 
one even if he’s too young to speak. 

The “Baby on Board” and “Child on 
Board” signs were created in 1984, by 
Safety 1st, a company founded by entre¬ 
preneur Michael I. Lerner. The company 
produces a full line of child safety pro¬ 
ducts, Including bathtub safety Items and 
electrical outlet protectors. 

The company encourages consumers 
to use car seats and seat belts, as well 
as the “Baby (Child) on Board” signs. 
While laws vary from state to state, the 
most universal location for placement of 
the signs Is on the lower right hand cor¬ 
ner of the rear window or on side win¬ 
dows. 

The response to these safety signs 
has been overwhelmingly positive. A re¬ 
cent letter received by Safety 1st from an 
ex-pollcewoman, mother of 20-month-old 
triplets, praised the company for a “truly 
wonderful product which lets other dri¬ 
vers know about our precious cargo.” 
Babies, that is. The signs can be found 
at most major retail stores around the 
nation. 


Travels rise, 
deaths drop 


Between Jan. 1 and Aug. 31, 1986, 
motorists drove almost 148 billion miles 
on California highways and there is every 
Indication that the record-breaking trend 
will continue. But despite the higher vo¬ 
lume of travel, deaths of motor vehicle 
occupants dropped 5.1% compared to the 
same period in 1985. 

“Some of the credit for the decline 
In motor vehicle occupant deaths must 
go to the mandatory seat belt law that 
became effective Jan. 1,1986,” said Calif¬ 
ornia Highway Patrol Commissioner 
James E. Smith. “Comparing January 
through August, 1986 with the same per¬ 
iod in 1985, the total number of traffic 
accidents is up 6.9%. Injury accidents 
climbed 4.5%, while property-damage-on¬ 
ly accidents rose 8.7%. Yet, fatal acci¬ 
dents declined 2.6%. It is difficult to avoid 
the conclusion that seat belts are saving 
lives. 

“The fact that fatalities have de¬ 
clined — particularly deaths among motor 
vehicle occupants — means the use of 
seat belts must be given some credit for 
saving lives,” Smith said. “In fact, I think 
one could assume that the use of seat 
belts may actually have contributed to the 
jump in injuries. Instead of being killed 
in traffic collisions, people are being in¬ 
jured. The ratio of fatal to Injury accidents 
is also at the highest point in history — 
(one fatal accident for every 53 injury ac¬ 
cidents during the first eight months of 
1986). 

“If only more California motorists 
would take the lesson to heart . . . 
seconds to fasten a buckle can add years 
to your life.”

to determine their 
heights. Why would the 
city council want 
to change the heights de¬ 
finition which would re¬ 
sult in even higher struc¬ 
tures? 

The building depart¬ 
ment analysis of the 
meaning of building 
heights and the number 
of stories has a compa¬ 
rison between the uni¬ 
form building code and 
the Sierra Madre muni¬ 


cipal code. I am submit¬ 
ting my analysis of the 
comparisons between the 
two codes, as 1 find there 
is a distinct difference 
in their heights. 

If the city desires to 
make a change for ease 
of measurement, 1 would 
suggest using the low 
grade of a surface to 
the highest point of the 
building gable, or to the 
roof level of a flat roof 
building. 

This would reduce 


most building heights 
as compared to either 
the uniform code high 
grade measurement, or 
the municipal code ave¬ 
rage of the finished ex¬ 
terior grade. 

If the low grade mea¬ 
surements for lesser 
heights was adopted, it 
would more closely fol¬ 
low the General Plan 
concept of the building 
blending in with the 
beauty of the surround¬ 
ing terrain here in Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

I believe most Sier¬ 
ra Madreans would sup¬ 
port a lesser building 
heights definition.

If you were around in 1878, then you 
should remember this historical event — the 
commemoration of Britain’s victory over 
Napoleon 63 years prior to 1878.

Cleopatra’s Needle. The Needle is a priceless 
treasure, a 3500-year-old Egyptian obelisk 
which was actually made for Pharoah Thotmes 
111. It was to be shipped from Alexandria 
to famous London. However, it had quite a 
bit of trouble getting there. 

Why the Needle was chosen, is obvious. 

I mean, it is a spectacular piece of history 
made back in 1460 B.C. And you know the 
British are a very proud people. 

Well, a specially-designed, cigar-shaped 
container ship, so-called “The Cleopatra,” was 
built to carry this monument. However, it 
started to sink. Six volunteers from the ship 
that was towing the Cleopatra found the boat 
swamped, and, unfortunately, all six drowned. 
The vessel was sent adrift with the Needle 
still on it. 

Now, I know you are wondering what the 
Needle looked like. Well, it is a long, 70-foot- 
long, 200-ton obelisk, with a point on top, 
inscribed with all sorts of heiroglyphics. 
Something like that is very difficult to move; 
however, the proud British did it. The British 
found a way to get the Cleopatra floating 
again and as they sailed up the Thames, 
cheers from the crowd just roared. (I wasn’t 
there, but I was told all about it.) 

Then, that September, the Needle was set 
into position on the Thames embankment 
to commemorate Britain’s victory over 
Napoleon. That truly was a victory!

For instance, if a ^ 
“kicker” conjures up a ^ 
vision of a soccer player p 
or a goal post with a j, 
football sailing through, 
that is not what is meant ^ 
when the person using j 
the term is a landlord ^ 
or lender. To these peo- j 
pie it means an extra 
charge in addition to the 
rent or principal and in- 1 
lercst. For instance, il a I 
store is rented for $1000 i 
a month, the landlord ' 
may ask for a “kicker” I 
of 3®/o extra for all the 
business you do over ■ 
$.T(),0(K) for the month. , 
A lender for an income 
property might add a 
“kicker” that gives him 
a portion of all rents 
over a certain dollar 
amount. 

Boiler plate does not 
refer to the walls ol your 
j', furnace when you arc 
^dealing with those in¬ 
volved in law or real es¬ 
tate. Boiler plate is the 
pre-prinicd form that 
contains most standard 
clauses for the type of 
contract, lease or mort¬ 
gage that you will be ask¬ 
ed to sign. Before you 
sign the boiler plate con¬ 
tract, the names of those 
involved and other spe¬ 
cific details should be 
inserted in the appro¬ 
priate places. 

When the landlord 
wants an escalator, he 
isn’t asking for a mov¬ 
ing stairway to take him 
to the second floor. He 
means that he has insert¬ 
ed an escalator in the 
lease that will raise the 


rent at intervals during 
your tenancy. 

Bridge financing is for 
people who will never 
own a roadway over a 
river.

bed about 9 o’clock, left his wife in the living 
room.” 

Arnold Gaffrey said the Search and Rescue 
Team had to go over the cliff to find the gun, 
tying a rope onto an object in the back yard and 
rappelling down. He testified that the weapon was 
20-25 feet down the cliff. It had sunk a little, 
but the barrel! was visible, Gaffrey said. 

Kristine Rimpau, Mrs. Johnson’s daughter, told 
the jury about finding a piece of metal under one 
of the kitchen chairs when she and her sisters 
were cleaning up the bloodstains while they cleared 
out the home. That bit of metal was turned over 
to the investigators. 

She also described finding rope in the white 
El Dorado Cadillac belonging to Dr. Johnson. The 
three different types of rope were introduced as 
evidence. 

Rimpau also explained under questioning that 
Johnson had a loaded gun which he kept wrapped 
' in a towel under the bed. 

Under cross examination. Defense Attorney 
Brustman asked if Rimpau had a civil lawsuit 
against Johnson. She answered that her two sisters 
and she had filed for punitive and other damages. 
The Valle Vista home as well as the Laguna Beach 
home were in Mrs. Johnson’s name only. 

’ Brustman referred back to guns and Rimpau 
answered that Johnson also had three rifles in the 
home and that her mother still had Rimpau’s 

■ father’s gun from WWIl in the home. 

* Defense Attorney Susan Wondries dug further 

■ about the lawsuit which, Rimpau answered, was 

■ filed as a wrongful death suit by the victims. 

Another daughter, Patricia Averbuck, de¬ 
scribed an argument that took place about six

The political argument was about patriotism and 
Mrs. Johnson sided with Averbuck’s mother-in-law 

and husband, according to Averbuck. 

Deputy District Attorney Susan Wondries and 
Defense Attorney James Brustman described John¬ 
son in very different terms. 

Wondries contended that the killing was pre 
meditated, that Johnson chased his wife from room 
to room, killed her by shooting her brutally five 
times, tied a rope around her arm and dragged 
the body to the Cadillac, dumped the body on a 
street a block away and tried to wash away blood 
stains in both the house and driveway. 

Brustman’s portrait of Johnson was of an up¬ 
standing citizen, a “pillar of the community.” 
who volunteered his time both for service clubs 
and for children in the community. After his first 
wife died of cancer in her early 40s, he remained 
single until his youngsters grew up. 

Brustman said that Johnson has temporary 
mandibula joint malfunction, a jaw socket mal¬ 
function that is very painful. 

“Johnson being an old-fashioned law-and-or- 
der man chose to assuage the pain with alcohol,” 
Brustman drew the picture of the defendant. He 
also explained that both Johnsons drank a great 
deal and reported that Mrs. Johnson’s blood content 
on the day of her death was .25, 1 ‘/a times that 
of those convicted for drunkenness. 

The day of the murder, Brustman said, Johnson 
had a number of drinks. “When Betty didn’t fix 
and bring them out fast enough, Johnson had a 
bottle of vodka in the bushes,” Brustman explained. 

Later that day Johnson decided to clean his 
gun, the .357 magnum, Brustman explained. He got 
the gun out, an argument arose and in a rage, 
Dr. Johnson fired five shots throughout the house, 
Brustman said. 

Brustman spoke for his client, “A man above 
normal achievement and intelligence to perpetrate 
murder just wouldn’t do it this way. The mur¬ 
derer would have taken her to the canyon. Evidence 
around the crime scene shows it was not pre¬ 
meditated.” 

The trial continues this week.

SECTION I. Secllon 2000 ol llw 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code is here¬ 
by amended to read as lollows:

Arcadia-born and rai¬ 
sed Todd Warrell, the 
27-year-old relief pitcher 
for the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals, was selected last 
week as the National 
League "Rookie of the 
Year.’’ 

Setting a major league 
record, the right-hander 
led the league with 36 
saves and a 2.08 earned 
run average. 

Worrell went through 
Camino Grove Elemen¬ 
tary School, Dana and 
Foothills Junior High 
schools and Arcadia 
High before graduating 
in the class of 1977 from 
Maranatha High School. 

Starting at the age of 
9, Worrell played on 
such teams as the Ex¬ 
change in Arcadia Na¬ 
tional Little League, the 
King Mates on Pony le¬ 
vel, and finally, for the 
Arcadia Reds in Sr.

Now living in Temple 
City with his wife, Ja¬ 
mie, an Arcadia High 
graduate and a 1982 Pa¬ 
sadena Rose princess, and 
two-week-old son Jason 
Todd, Worrell states that 
it is hard to put into 
words his feelings about 
his selection as rookie 
of the year, that it is a 
dream come true, that it 
is exhilarating, that it 
makes the inconvenien¬ 
ces of living in the mi¬ 
nors all a thing of the 
past.
